Five outatanding services make up 
the health-conservation program of 
the Amorican Rei Cross, according 
to the annual report just issued in 
Washington, These services are 
first aid and life saving, which to- 
gether have trained more than a 
million persons; nurelng, with an 

‘ active enrollment of 36,133 regis- 
tered nurses; Public Health Nurse 
ing, conducted by 7500 nurses in 424 
chapters (ast year; and Home Hy- 
giene, which bas taught more than 
700,000 men and women simple ways 
of caring for the sick at home, 

“The achievements of the Red 
Orcas in public health nursing place 
it among the leaders In thie fleld,” 
said James L, Fleser, vice chalrman 
in charge of domestic operations. 
“Thia service was organized in 1919 
to meet needs developed dy the 
World War and the ravages of the 
flu epidemic which in 1918-1919 took 
#© great a toll of Ife, 

“Since that time Red Cross nurs- 
ing services bave been pioneers tn 
more than one balf of the counties 
in the United States. Many services 
we astabilehed were taken over later 
by civic, atate and federal agencies, 
and the Red Crosa continues to ea- 
tablish services In other new fields. 
Red Cross nurses made more than a 
mitliion visits to patients last year, 
and 629,026 children in achoola were 
Inspected. 

“Red Cross courses in home hy 
giene and care of the sick are 
especially important in times of de- 
pression, because they teach fami- 
lea to maintain hygienle conditions 
in thetr homes and to recognize 
aymptoms of illness early enough to 
Prevent serious consequencer. 

: “Our courses in first ald bave 
7 been instrumental in saving lives of 
the injured; in safeguarding the ac- 
eldent victim until the physician

Shakespeare’s Vocabulary 
Far From Present Supply 

Shakespeare's vocabulary was the 
greatest ip history. Et was remark- 
ably cick and exhibited most of the 
language resources of his time. 
Prof. albert Cook Ia his “Study of 
Banglish” says that Shakespeare 
#mployed about 21,000 words; others 
way 15,000 or 24900. But our 
language has ten times as many 
words a8 if Shakespeare's time.

The presence of about 8,000 
young men working in the woods 
frem the various CCC camps scat- 
tered throughout the deer country 
has caused the Department to re- 
quest that hunters be especially 
careful with high-powered rifles 
while in the vicinity of camps. 
Last year there were to reports 
of casualities involving CCC men 
in Michigan to mar the open sea- 
son. 

In order that the enrollees from 
the CCC camps may be readily dis. 
tinguishable in the woods, U.S. 
Army authorities and the Michigan 
Emergenzy Qonservation Work 
office in Lansing have provided a 
‘arge quantity of red cloth to be 
worn on khaki caps and uniforms. 

Each camp has been issued 60 
large signs (WARNING TO 
HUNTERS, DANGER-—CCC 
CAMP) which are to be posted 
near the camps and work pro- 
jecis, asking hunters to be careful 
in the use of firearms s0 as to 
avoid possible accidental injury 
or death during the hunting zea- 
son, 

During the deer hunting season 
of 1933 no fatalities occurred 
among the enrolled or supervisory 
personnel of the camps in Mich- 
igan, and the earnest cooperation 
and interest of all individuals con- 
cerned is imperative in order that 
a similar condition will exist at 
the end of the 1984 hunting sea-

Bronze Age Cemeteries 
in Circle Arrangement 


Druldical circles, cromlechs or 
dompings, depending on whether they 
ere foupd io Britain, France or 
Scandinavia, are groups of Chree 
OF wore stone pillers, arranged in 
ctroviear form when sufficient have 
been erected, and are believed to 
be cemeteries of the Bronze age. 

Often these atones are arranged 
in a large circle, with one or more 
emaller circles contalned withio the 
outer, 

The largest circle found in Scot- 
jand ia the group at Stennis, Ork- 
ney, There are 19 stli] standing, 
the jargest being 14 feet tall. A 
moat 6 feet deep and 30 feet wide 
surrounds the stones. 

At Stonehenge on the plaina of 
Salisbury, Englend, stands the 
greatest collection of the stones, 
however. A circle with stones 13 
feet high and spaced ¢ feet apart 
is the most extensive, while other 
circles and ovals are composed of 
stones in some cases 23 feet high. 
A.together, there are 140 pillars 
in the layout.—-Washington Star,
